More than 36 hours out fromstarting point at Oakland the 
biplane “Miss Doran” and the monoplane “Golden Eagle” were over­ 
due and grave fears were expressed for the safety of the five flyers 
aboard the missing craft, while all modern agencies of communication 
were thrown into play in the search. Captain William Erwin was 
ready at Oakland to take his monoplane “Dallas Spirit,” over zig zag 
course of Tooha in hope of finding trace of the fliers. 
He planned
